TO PRESIDENT 


Semite 
Passes 
Resolution 
By 
Vote of .‘IM to 19. Expect 
Harding to Sign. 


W ashington, July 2— Enactm ent of 
the compromise resolution ending the 
state of war with G erm any and A us­ 
tria finally was completed yesterday 
by Congress and 
the measure now 
goes to President H arding .who is ex­ 
pected to sign it within a few days. 
Final action on the m easure was 
by the 
Senate, which 
adopted 
the 
conference report by a vote of 3H to 
19, after a day of debate in which 
the Democratic member* made a last 
assault on the resolution. The House 
acted Thursday, the vote being 
263 
to 59. 
Four Democrats With Majority 
All Senate opponents of the resolu­ 
tion were Democrat*, but the Demo­ 
crat* —Shields, 
of Tennessee, Walsh 
of 
M assachusetts 
and 
Watson 
of 
G eorgia— voted with Republicans for 
adoption. 
Senator Reed, Democrat, 
Missouri, was paired in it* favor. 
The signing of the measure by the 
President will open the way for the 
resumption 
of diplomatic 
relations 
with both Germany and A ustria, but 
Administration officers have indicated 
th at plans for this have not been 
worked out. 
Says I* Ruins C. S. Rights 
The peace resolution, Senator Bran- 
degee said, does nothing but declare 
the war status at an end and reserve 
American rights. 
“ And in doing that I don’t believe 
we hobble the President in any way,” 
continued the Senator. 
“ He voted 
for this very resolution here in th*» 
Senate and in most every speech due* 
ing the campaign he said one of his 
first acts would be to sign such a 
resolution." 
Senator McKellar asked if a treaty 
of peace would not follow the reso­ 
lutions . 
“ Not a treaty of peace, no,” said 
Senator Brandegee. 
“ But a treaty of commerce, to re­ 
store relatio ns?” asked Mr, McKellar. 
“ Oh, yes,” Senator B ranrfgee an­ 
swered. 
“ But when the 
President 
signs this resolution we shall be at 
peace. 
There will be no need of a 
treaty of peace."

Oil wells are drilled much like a r ­ 
tesian w ater wells. 
A “ rig”, or tall 
pyramid framework, is erected over 
the spot where the well is to be dril­ 
led. 
At various stages during 
the 
sinking of the well it is cased in by 
steel pipe, 
the joints 
of which are 
screwed together, m aking a continu­ 
ous pipe. 
This serves to keep out 
water and to keep the well from cav­ 
ing. 
As the well is bored deeper, the 
size of the casing is reduced in o r­ 
der to keep putting it down inside 
of that already in nlace. Two or three 
changes, or f u s i b l y four, 'are all 
that are usually made in reducing the 
size of the casing. 


If no oil is found tm* well is te rm ­ 
ed a “dry hole.” 
If gas is found, it 
is a “ gasser.” 
A producing well is 
named according to the num ber of 
barrels of oil it produces in 24 hours, 
as a 50-barrel or a 500-barrel well. 
Oil as it come" from the ground is 
called “crude oil.”
